And 
nothing b la t s a boy of today more 
th a n tieing outs id e of his own class 
o r unable to ta k e part in what other 
boys are doing in hts own circle. 
“The type of living today, th e com ­ 
mercial amus, meat angle, m ak e s the 
case of the boy, a big problem, and 
expensive one. 
“ If pa re nts have plenty of mopey, 
they give their boys what they wain 
because they a r e too busy, in m any in ­ 
stances with 
othe r 
economic 
p rob­ 
lems, so they buy their boy’s frie nd­ 
ship. 
“ Sum m er c a m ps may be 
okay

m a n y instances, but in a lot of ca se : 
p a re n t s send their boys 
to 
sunim< r 
ca mps to get th em out of the way. 
‘ Did you e v e r stop to think th a t 
over one-half of our crimes a re c o m ­ 
mitted by one-fifth of our population, 
mainly through tile desire to indulge 
in social a m u s e m e n ts and activities 
“ What can we do about it,” Coach 
Samuels asked. 
“ It is a case of re-educating the boy I 
to p ro per Ic isure-time activities,” he ! 
continued. “T h ere is nothing m ore in-1 
stinctive in a boy th a n good compeli-j 
lion. Eve ry com m unit y in this c o u n tr y ! 
should re-educate their boys 
on 
a! 
wide program, n m only in a t h l e t i c s ' 
a n d general recreati on but with the 
p ro per envir onmen t in music, d r a m a t ­ 
ics and oth er supe i vised re creation. 
“ Boys of today are hungry for a dult 
interest and it is the duty of a father 
to know about his
